LUTHER LEAGUE WORK 


By Pastor G... 


The Apostle Paul declared that he became all things 
unto all men that he might by all means save some (1 Cor. 
9:22). One of the problems in youth work is that of having 
an approach which is “all things unto all men.” Outwardly, 
we may seem to have a moderately thriving League. But 
the membership tends to be made up mostly of young peo- 
ple who have a good deal in common, attend the same school, 
live in the same community, and enjoy being together. 
There are those that are left outside. Here is a young 
person who belongs to the church but attends a different 
school. He does not care to come to League meetings be- 
cause the conversation tends to deal with people and 
matters which are not of interest to him. Another person 
enjoys rowdiness, and finds the meetings are too tame. 
What can we do so that our approach becomes “all things” 
as far as he is concerned? Another person is very pious 
and earnest. He comes once or twice, and that is all. 
There does not seem to be sufficient spiritual depth for 
him; furthermore, the business meeting was carried out in 
a rather disorderly manner and this made an unfavorable 
impression on him. Another person moves in a different 
circle of friends. “Pastor, can you not do something to 
get my boy interested in Luther League?” the parent asks. 
We mention the problem to the Leaguers, but they do not 
seem interested in making an approach to the person outside.

THE LUTHER LEAGUE

There have been, many debates within the Church con- 
cerning what is the most important phase of the church’s 
program. There are some who will say that we must 
concentrate on the work among our youth. Others come to 
the defense of the older people, while still others believe 
that our most important task is work with those who are 
now in their prime for they are the leaders of the hour. 

Regardless of what viewpoint one might have on the 
above question, all will have to admit that Luther League 
work is very important. One cannot work with these young 
people without being reminded that here is the consecrated 
laity of tomorrow and here are the future clergy of the 
church. This is one department of the congregation’s 
program where we fear having a failure, for so much is at 
stake. 

While this is an important group, we realize that it is 
not the easiest group to work with. Our youth are willing 
to listen if the speaker has something to say. If they feel 
his message has little meaning for their lives, they will soon 
reveal their feelings. Our Luther Leaguers want action. 
They are filled with enthusiasm and a desire to “get the 
job done.” When the action that they look for does not 
come, they begin to lose interest and their familiar com- 


Then there are those who want more activities. — 
our young people do not have enough to do; they’ 
have more parties and activities.” But others fin 
there is already more than enough in the meetings, ¢ 
and work projects of the League, for they are also in 
in school organizations, home activities, part tim 
scouting, and similar activities. How shall we becor 
things unto all men” and meet the needs of those wh:
